Article  2.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes,  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,770.00,  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  gen- 
eral highway  expenses. 

Article  4.  On  motion  made  by  WilUam  L.  Merrill,  it 
was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for 
summer  maintenance.  That  $150.00  of  this  be  allocated  to 
the  Chartier  Road. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  win- 
ter maintenance. 

Article  6.  On  motion  of  William  L.  Merrill,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $696.06  for 
Class  V  roads  to  match  a  sum  of  $4,640.42  contributed  by 
the  State.  That  $4,000.00  of  this  be  allocated  to  the  Twist 
Hill  Road,  beginning  at  the  Bow  line. 

Article  7.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes,  it  was  voted  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,800.00  for  care  of  town 
poor,  dependent  soldiers,  old  age  assistance. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Donald  B.  Montgomery,  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  9.  On  motion  of  Evelyn  Bunten,  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purpose 
of  painting  the  lower  town  hall.  Motion  made  by  Gertrude 
Dulude,  that  the  selectmen  be  responsible  for  the  spending 


of  the  $400.00-  by  counsel  and  advise  of  the  Woman's  Club 
was  passed. 

Article  10.  On  motion  of  Lyman  Nutt,  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $269.00.  This  amount 
to  be  added  to  the  sum  of  $231.00  carried  over  from  the 
previous  year,  for  water  holes  and  fire  hose. 

Article  11.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25.00'  for  Memo- 
rial Day.  This  sum  to  be  turned  over  to  the  American  Legion 
Post. 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $215.00  for  the 
support  of  the  Library. 

Article  13.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes,  it  was  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  care  of 
cemeteries,  to  be  allocated  as  follows  —  Center  Cemetery 
$200.00.  North  Cemetery  $75.00.  East  Cemetery  $75.00.  For 
minor  necessary  repairs,  $50.00 

Article  14.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  15.  On  motion  of  Eli  Noyes  it  was  voted  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  $462.00  to  purchase  a  new  snow  plow. 

Amendment  by  Donald  B.  Montgomery,  that  this  money 
be  taken  out  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Town  Equip- 
ment. Motion  passed  as  amended. 

Article  16.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  voted  to 
pass  over  the  article. 


Article  17.  On  motion  of  Lincoln  W.  Burnham  to  make 
the  Tax  Collector  elective  instead  of  appointive. 

Standing  vote ;     Yes  -  25.     No  -  29.  Motion  was  defeated. 

Article  18.  On  motion  of  Wilfred  Marshall,  it  was 
voted  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  19.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of 
any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's 
Deeds. 

Article  20.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes,  it  was  voted, 
to  allow  a  discount  of  1  ^  %  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within 
two  weeks  after  the  mailing  of  the  bills. 

Article  21.  On  motion  of  C.  Allen  Fuller,  Jr.,  it  was 
voted  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anti- 
cipation of  taxes. 

Article  22.  On  motion  of  Donald  B.  Montgomery,  it 
was  voted  to  pass  over  the  article. 

Article  23.  On  motion  of  Arthur  Newell,  it  was  voted 
to  accept  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  and 
other  officers  chosen,  as  printed,  subject  to  minor  errors  in 
printing. 

Article  24.  On  motion  of  Lincoln  W.  Burnham,  it  was 
voted  to  close  the  Leg  Ache  Hill  road  from  Kimball's  Pond 
to  George  Mills,  with  gates  and  bars. 

Article  25.  On  motion  of  Arthur  Newell,  it  was  voted 
that  the  matter  of  Town  Liability  on  account  of  open  water 
holes  under  the  care  of  the  Fire  Department,  be  investigated 
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and  reported  to  the  selectmen  for  appropriate  action  in  pro- 
tection of  the  town  interest. 

On  motion  of  Lois  Earle,  it  was  voted  that  the  town 
accept  the  vote  of  the  School  District  to  turn  the  water  pipe 
back  to  the  town,  to  own  and  maintain,  in  return  for  free 
water  for  the  school.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Tozvn  of  Dtmbart'on  in  the  County 
of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Dunbarton  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

(A)  Shall  all  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws  relative  to  playing  games  of  BEANO  be  adopted 
in  this  Town. 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing.

To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate 
a  fixed  sum  of  money  for  winter  maintenance. 
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Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $671.03  for  Class  V  roads  to  match  a 
sum  of  $4473.51  contributed  by  the  State. 

Article  7.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  Appropriate  for  the  care  of  the  town  poor,  de- 
pendent sodiers  and  Old  age  assistance. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  not  exceeding  $60  (less  than  1/100  of  one 
percent  of  the  Town's  assessed  valuation)  to  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Region  Association  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing 
and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the 
town  in  cooperation  with  the  other  37  Communities  of  this 
Region,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  $194.00  as  a  subsidy 
to  The  Concord  Hospital. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  water  holes  and  fire  hose. 

Article  11.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

Article  12.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  support  of  the  Library. 

Article  13.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  care  of  Cemeteries. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $275.00  to  match  an  equal  amount 
($275.00)  to  be  contributed  by  the  Federal  Civil  Defense 
for  the  purchase  of  a  two-way  (transmitter- receiver)  radio, 
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This  radio  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  Town  and  State 
Police  for  the  protection  of  persons  and  property. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  rechecking  an  area  for  white 
pine  blister  rust. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate a  sum  of  money  for  a  new  piece  of  Fire  Equip- 
ment, which  will  start  to  decrease  the  present  Fire  Insur- 
ance rates. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place,  at 
time  of  sale,  all  monies  received  from  the  sale  of  Cemetery 
Lots,  in  the  General  Cemetery  Fund  held  by  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hire  one 
man  as  Sexton  of  the  three  Cemeteries  and  Janitor  of  the 
Town  Hall  and  Fire  House,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $800  for  this  purpose ;  from  this  sum  an  average 
monthly  wage  to  be  paid  throughout  the  year. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  a  re- 
valuation made  by  a  committee  of  three  taxpayers  of  the 
town  of  Dunbarton  chosen  at  this  meeting;  said  committee 
to  report  their  findings  w-ithin  a  period  of  six  months  to  the 
Selectmen,  members  of  this  committee  to  be  paid  one  dollar 
each. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  the 
office  of  Tax  Collector  elective  instead  of  appointive. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired 
by  the  town  through  Tax  Collectors  Deeds. 
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Article  22.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  dis- 
count on  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  first  of  July. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  division 
of  municipal  accounting  and  make  appropriation  to  cover 
the  expense  of  such  audit. 

Article  25.  To  hear  all  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors, 
Committees  and  other  Officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  26.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  this  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dunbarton : 

The  current  school  year  opened  on  September  10,  1953 
with  an  enrollment  slightly  below  that  of  a  year  ago.  Re- 
turning as  teachers  were  Mrs.  Marion  Hayes  of  Goffstown 
in  Grades  1-4,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fottler  of  Weare  in  Grades 
5-8,  Mrs.  Katherine  Bartlett  of  Goffstown  in  Music,  and 
Mrs.  Beatrice  Bockus  of  Weare  as  School  Nurse. 

At  the  present  time  we  have  35  pupils  in  Grades  1-4  and 
34  in  grades  5-8.  In  addition  to  the  above,  we  are  send- 
ing seven  elementary  pupils  to  neighboring  towns  on  a  tui- 
tion basis,  such  an  arrangement  being  more  economical  than 
to  transport  these  pupils  to  the  Center  School.  Our  element- 
ary tuitions  are  as  follows:  Bow — 4,  Manchester — 1,  and 
Goffstown — 2. 

Our  secondary  or  high  school  pupils  now  number  32, — 
17  at  Concord,  14  at  Goft"stown,  and  2  at  Manchester. 

In  my  reports  of  the  past  few  years  I  have  repeatedly 
called  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we  will  soon  be  faced 
with  more  youngsters  at  the  Center  School  than  we  can  ac- 
commodate. Our  present  school  enrollment  figures  together 
with  our  pre-school  census  indicate  that  we  shall  be  forced 
to  take  steps  this  coming  fall  to  relieve  the  condition.  With 
nine  pupils  scheduled  to  graduate  from  our  eighth  grade 
in  June,  and  with  17  first  graders  due  to  enter  in  September, 
it  is  obvious  that  we  will  be  over-crowded  next  fall.  Of  the 
77  pupils  expected  to  be  in  attendance  next  September,  45 
of  them  will  be  in  grades  1-4. 

You  will  note  that  the  proposed  warrant  for  the  annual 
meeting  contains  an  article  to  create  a  study  committee.  This 
committee,  if  appointed,  would  study  the  future  needs  of 
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the  district,  and  report  its  findings  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing. 

In  brief,  the  committee  will  need  to  consider  all  possible 
solutions  of  the  anticipated  increase  in  our  enrollment.  A- 
mong  the  possible  solutions  would  be  (1)  enlarging  the 
Center  School,  (2)  reopening  one  of  our  unoccupied  schools, 
or  (3)  providing  for  the  overflow  on  a  tuition  basis  in  neigh- 
boring towns.  The  committee  might  also  study  the  advis- 
ability of  limiting  our  local  system  to  grades  1-6,  and  pro- 
viding for  grades  7  and  8  in  a  junior  high  school  in  neigh- 
boring towns,  as  has  been  suggested  to  the  Board  at  a  recent 
meeting. 

In  the  interim  your  School  Board  will  be  faced  with  pro- 
viding a  one-year  solution  to  the  problem,  —  either  to  re- 
open Page's  Corner  School  or  to  transport  certain  pupils 
to  Goffstown  and/or  Concord. 

May  I  call  your  attention  to  the  "Anticipated  Enrollment" 
data  contained  elsewhere  in  this  report.  The  projeced  figures 
indicate  a  continuous  increase  from  the  69  now  enrolled  in 
our  Center  School  to  an  estimated  94  pupils  in  1958-59. 
These  figures  are  based  upon  our  present  enrollment  and  our 
pre-school  census. 

As  has  been  mentioned  in  several  of  my  recent  reports, 
the  schools  of  the  state  are  faced  with  two  major  problems, 
—  (1)  increasing  enrollments  and  (2)  financial  load.  Both 
of  these  problems  are  critical  in  Dunbarton.  Not  only  are 
we  faced  with  the  need  for  an  additional  classroom,  but  we 
are  faced  with  an  increasing  budget  with  no  increase  in 
State  Aid,  in  fact  our  receipts  from  that  source  during  the 
past  three  years  average  $987  as  compared  with  $2,737  in 
1943.  At  the  present  time  less  than  4%  of  our  budget  comes 
from  state  sources,  while  in  1943  we  received  some  27% 
of  our  total  budget  from  state  funds.  Until  such  time  as  the 
state  assumes  its  fair  share  of  the  costs  of  education,  the 
demands  on  the  tax  payer  will  continue  to  be  high.  It  might 
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be  mentioned  at  this  point  that  our  per  pupil  costs  with  the 
exception  of  transportation  (and  this  figure  has  been  mater- 
ially reduced  this  current  year)  compared  very  favorably 
with  the  average  elementary  per  pupil  costs  for  the  state 
as  released  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  a  year  ago.

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RECORD  OF  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF  THE 
DUNBARTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  IN  THE 
TOWN  OF  DUNBARTON,  MARCH  7,  1953 


The  meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  Robert  F. 
Baker,  the  warrant  was  read  and  the  polls  were  opened  for 
voting  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Article  1.  On  motion  of  Arthur  Newell  voted  that  polls 
be  closed  at  9  o'clock. 

Article  2.  On  motion  of  Marion  Zeller  voted  that  Ar- 
ticle 1  be  taken  up  with  Article  4. 

Article  3.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes  voted  that  offi- 
cers reports  be  expected  as  printed  in  the  Town  Reports 
subject  to  printers  errors. 

Article  4.  On  motion  of  Raymond  Adams  voted  that 
Article  3  be  passed  over. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  Franklin  Jones  voted  that  the 
district  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $26,753.14  for  the 
support  of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  of- 
ficials and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obliga- 
tions of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimaed  to  be  re- 
ceived from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income,  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  bal- 
ance between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

Article  6.  On  motion  of  Merton  Rumrill  voted  that  we 
carry  on  the  present  non-partisan  ballot  system. 
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Article  7.  On  motion  of  Eli  N.  Noyes  voted  that  the 
school  District  turn  water  pipe  back  to  Town  to  own  and 
maintain  in  return  for  free  water  for  the  school. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Arthur  Newell  voted  that  the 
School  Board  be  requested  to  meet  with  the  Selectmen  and 
arrange  an  equitable  distribution  of  the  cost  of  the  electric 
service  supplied  to  the  Fire  Department  and  the  school 
house. 

The  ballots  were  then  counted  and  there  were  found  to 
be  a  total  of  94  ballots  cast,  as  follows :

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ANNUAL  SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  September,  1952,  all 
children  were  inspected,  weighed,  measured  and  given  a 
vision  and  hearing  test  by  the  School  Nurse.  The  following 
defects  were  found :

Defective  tonsils       4  Number  corrected  1 

Defective  teeth        34  Number  corrected  27 

Defective  hearing     1  Number  corrected  1 

Twenty-six  children  were  given  the  Patch  Test  and  all 
were  negative.

Fractured  arm  1 

Dislocated  elbow  1 

At  the  present  time  we  have  two  children  attending  the 
Orthopedic  Clinic  in  Manchester.  During  the  vacation  one 
of  the  children  had  a  necessary  operation  on  his  foot.  This 
operation  was  made  possible  through  the  Crippled  Children 
Service. 

I  helped  at  three  Child  Health  Conferences  during  the 
year. 

Seven  of  the  school  children  had  booster  shots,  five  were 
vaccinated  and  one  received  her  three  inoculations  of  triple 
toxoid. 

In  May  1953  we  held  registration  day  at  the  school. 
Eleven  of  our  incoming  first  graders  were  present  and  all 
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were  weighed,  measured,  and  given  a  vision  and  hearing 
test.  After  this  the  children  were  given  ice  cream  and  cook- 
ies and  an  opportunity  to  get  acquainted  with  their  teacher 
and  classmates.  At  this  time  one  child  was  found  to  have 
defective  vision  which  was  corrected  during  the  summer. 

I  transported  one  child  to  the  Orthopedic  Clinic  four 
times,  one  child  to  Dr.  Dickerman's  office  twice,  and  one 
child  to  Goffstown  to  see  Dr.  Backus. 

I  am  very  pleased  to  say  that  this  year  we  were  able  to 
obtain  the  services  of  Dr.  Snay  in  Dunbarton.  All  children 
in  Grades  One,  Two,  Four  and  Seven  were  given  a  physical 
examination. 

Eighteen  home  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  20 
First  Aids  were  given.

People  Play  a  Vital  Part  in  Our  Forest  Fire  Problems 

A  review  of  the  1953  fire  season  proves  the  vital  part 
people  in  the  never  ending  battle  to  prevent  forest  fires. 

In  this  fire  district  there  were  133  fires  in  26  of  the  dis- 
trict's 30  towns ;  409  acres  were  burned  over  and  it  cost 
$9,499.  97  to  extinguish  them.  This  figure  was  reduced  some- 
what through  payment  of  fire  costs  by  persons  responsible 
for  illegal  fires,  fires  which  escaped  from  control  and  fires 
caused  by  their  carelessness.  Costs  were  abnormally  high  this 
year  due  to  protracted  periods  of  dry  weather  which  in- 
creased the  difficulty  of  extinguishing  fires. 

Eightly-eight  percent  of  the  133  fires  were  man-caused 
and  could  have  been  prevented.  They  tell  a  story  which 
needs  to  be  carefully  studied.  Some  people  were  careless  in 
disposing  of  smoking  material  and  camp  fires ;  others  burned 
without  the  required  warden  permit  —  disregarding  weather, 
forest  conditions  and  the  normal  safeguards  recognized  and 
considered  by  the  warden  in  issuing  permits.  Other  fires 
resulted  from  children  playing  with  matches,  carelessly 
handled  fireworks,  faulty  railroad  and  truck  equipment,  etc. 

These  fires  cost  a  lot  to  extinguish,  most  of  which  could 
have  been  avoided  —  this  affects  taxes ;  local  business  was 
interrupted  by  men  leaving  their  jobs  to  extinguish  the  fires ; 
trees  that  might  otherwise  have  built  houses,  repaired  bridges 
and   supplied  raw  materials  for  local  industries  were   des- 
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troyed;    seedling    growth   —   the    future    timber    crop    was 
wiped  out. 

This  picture  can,  however,  be  reversed  if  people  who  of- 
fend could  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of  observing 
the  simple  but  essential  common  sense  safeguards  that  will 
prevent  forest  fires.  They  are : 

1.  Care   in    disposing   of   lighted   cigars,   cigarettes   and 
matches  in  and  near  woodlands. 

2.  Care  in  selecting  camp  fire  sites  and  completely  ex- 
tinguishing them. 

3.  Consultation  with  the  local  forest  fire  warden  before 
burning  to  secure  the  required  permit. 

People  play  a  vital  part  in  our  forest  fire  problem. 

It  is  EVERYONE'S  job  to  HELP  PREVENT  FOR-
